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COMMENTARY 


Employment 


Tables 3-8, pages 2-7 


The Australian and State trend series comparisons, shown 
on page iv, indicate that there was an increase of 1.0 per 
cent in Tasmania’s employment over the year to 
December 1993. The five other States also showed a trend 
series increase in employment over this twelve months’ 
period, The largest increase in employment was in 
Western Australia (where employment increased 4.3 per 
cent). The next highest tncrease in employment was in 
Queensland (2.7 per cent), followed by NSW (2.3 per 
cent), Victoria (1.2 per cent} and South Australia (0.7 per 
cent}. 


Compared with December 1992, regional estimates of 
unadjusted employment in December 1993 showed an 
increase of 4300 for the Northern Statistical Division. 
Employment also increased in the Hobart and Southern 
Statistical Division by 4000 over the same 12 months. 
Employment in the Mersey-Lyell Statistical Division 
decreased 900. 


Unemployment 


Tables 3-8, pages 2--7 


The Tasmanian frend series estimate of 27 000 
unemployed persons in December 1993 was an increase of 
700 on the figure for December 1992 of 26 300. The rend 
series estimate of the December 1993 unemployment rate 
was 12.4 per cent, compared with 12.2 per cent in 
December 1992. 


The Labour Force 


| Table 3, page 2 


in December 1993 there was an unadjusted estimate of 
363 300 civilian Tasmanians aged !5 or more. There were 
an estimated 218 800 persons (based on trend series 
estimates) in the labour force. The trend series estimate of 
the labour force participation rate in December was 60.2 
per cent, comparable with the figure of 60.0 per cent in 
December 1992. 


For males, the trend series cstimate of participation rate 
was 7].5 per cent (compared with 72.) per cent in 
December 1992). For females, the tread series 
participation rate was 49.3 per cent (compared with 48.3 
per cent in December 1992). 


Employed Wage and Salary Earners 


Table 9, page 8 | 


In May 1993 there were approximately 154 900 employed 
wage and salary camers in Tasmania. This compares with 
approximately 146 700 in May 1991. 


In May 1993 the Tasmanian public sector accounted for 
31.5 per cent of all employed wage and salary earners. In 
the Tasmanian economy, the category Community 
services had the highest industry representation, 27.2 per 
cent, up from the equivalent figure of 26.9 per cent 
recorded in May 1991. The next highest industry grouping 
Wholesale trade and Retail trade (21.9 per cent, up from 
18.7 per cent in May 1991} and Manufactunng (14.0 per 
cent, down from 15.9 per cent in May 1991). 


The category Recreation, personal and other services was 
up from 7.9 per cent in May 1991 to 8.7 per cent in May 
1993. 


In May 1993, women made up 45.8 per cent of ail 
employed wage and salary carners. In May 199], the 
equivalent figure was 44.] per cent. 


Award Rates of Pay Indexes 


Table 14, page 10 | 
For the 12 months ended November 1993 weekly award 
rates of pay indexes for Tasmania rose by 0.5 per cent for 
full-time adult females and by 1.6 per cent for full-time 


adult males. For Australia, the figures were 0.9 per cent 
for females and 0.8 per cent for males. 


For full-time adult female employees in Tasmania, the 
largest industry increases over this 12 month period 
occurred in Public administration and defence (3.3 per 
cent), and Recreation, personal and other services (0.8 per 
cent). 


For the same period for full-time adult male employees in 
Tasmania, the largest industry increases occurred in 
Public administration and defence (11.9), and Recreation, 
personal and other services (1.1 per cent). 


The fargest occupation increases over the period for 
full-time adult female employees occurred in Labourers 
and related workers (1.] per cent), and Clerks (0.6 per 
cent). For full-time adult male employees the largest 
occupation increases over the period occurred in 
Labourers and related workers (3.2 per cent), Plant and 
machine operators, and drivers (2.2 per cent), and 
Tradespersons (1.4 per cent). 


Livestock Slaughtering 


| Table 21, page 16 


Siaughterings of all animals increased between November 
and December 1993, similar to movements shown for this 
period in 1992. The biggest increase of 42 per cent was 
recorded for pigs, from 7900 in November to || 200 in 
December. In 1992, the Novernber and December figures 
were 7800 and 9800 respectively, a rise of 26 per cent. 


Lambs killed for meat production showed the next biggest 
increase, from 32 0G0 in November to 39 600 in 
December 1993, a rise of 24 per cent. The year before, the 
rise was 16 per cent, fram 36 000 to 41 700. This was also 
the percentage increase in sheep slaughterings between 
November and December 1993, where numbers rose from 
39 700 to 46 000. In 1992 the corresponding numbers 
were 38 800 and 42 600, an increase of 10 per cent. 


In December 1993, slaughterings of cattle (excluding 
calves) amounted to 18 200, which was 21 per cent more 
than the November figure of 15 000, but just four per cent 
more than the December 1992 figure of 17 500. The 1992 
November to December increase was 19 per cent. 


Livestock Prices 


i Table 21, page 16 


With the exception of cattle, all average prices per animai 
fell between November and December 1993, although al! 
movements were fairly small. 


The biggest decrease in price, of five per cent, was 
recorded for lambs which dropped from $28.67 in 
November to $27.22 in December. This price, however, 
was some 26 per cent higher than the 1992 December 
price of $21.67. The average price of sheep fel] by two per 
cent, from $7.07 in November to $6.9] im December, 
sixteen cents per animal. In December 1992, the price was 
$6.69. 


An even smaller dropped was recorded in the price of 
pigs. In December 1993, the price was $149.07, slightly 
over one per cent less than the $150.99 recorded in 
October, but nine per cent more than the December 1992 
price of $136.74. 


The average price paid for cattle (excluding calves) rose 
by just under three per cent to $580.21 in December from 
$565.41 in November 1993. This is not quite $100 per 
animal more than the $497.63 recorded in December 
1992, 


Building Approvals 


Table 27, page 19 | 


There were 410 new dwelling units approved during 
November 1993 in Tasmania, an increase of 17 per cent 
on the number recorded for October 1993 (351) but a two 
per cent decrease on the November 1992 figure of 419. 


For the twelve months ended November 1993 there were 
4107 new dwelling units approved, marginally higher than 
for the previous corresponding twelve months (4104). 


The jatest trend estimates available for the number of 
dwelling units approved show a levelling off over the last 
five months. 


The value of all buildings approved, at current prices, for 
November 1993 was $66.4 million compared with $31.5 
million in October 1993 and $39.9 million in November 
1992. 


In November 1993, 43 per cent of the value of all 
buildings approved was accounted for by three projects; 
unit development in the City of Hobart valued at $8.6 
million, and hospital projects in the cities of Burnie and 
Launceston valued at $17.0 million and $2.9 million 
respectively. 


Retail 


Table 35, page 23 | 


After going through a period of decline in the early 
months of 1993 the trend estimates of turnover for retail 
and service establishments, for Tasmania, show growth of 
over one per cent for each of the last five months. 


The monthly trend estimate for November 1993 was 
$217.3 million, an increase of |].1 per cent on the estimate 
for October 1993 and up 4.4 per cent on the estimate for 
November [992 of $208.1 million. 


The trend estimate of turnover for November 1993, for 
Australia, was 4.4 per cent above that for November 1992. 


In original terms the estimate of retail turnover in 
November 1993, for Tasmania, was $222.3 million, an 
increase of seven per cent on the figure for November 
1992. 


Consumer Price Index 


The All groups CP] increased in Hobart by 0.5 per cent in 
the December quarter 1993. This was significantly above 
the 0.2 per cent recorded by the weighted average of all 
eight capital cities. 


The major contributors to the increase in Hobart for the 
quarter were holiday travel and accommodation in 
Australia, fresh vegetables, house repairs and 
maintenance, cigarettes and tobacco and entertainment. 
These were somewhat offset by falls in mortgage interest 
charges and pharmaceuticals, the Jatter due mainly to the 
increased effect of the PBS safety net scherne. 


Nationally, significant increases were observed in 
overseas holiday travel and accommodation and hospital 
and medical services. Falls were observed in mortgage 
interest and consumer credit charges, sports, photographic 
equipment, toys and pharmaceuticals, again mainly due to 
the effect of the PBS safety net scheme. 


Increases in the All groups CP] for the 12 months ending 
December quarter 1993 were 3.3 per cent in Hobart and 
1.9 per cent nationally. The Hobart increase was the 
highest of ali capital cities for this period.

Taxation Revenue 


In 1992-93, Tasmanian State and local government taxes, 
fees and fines totalled $692 million. Payroll taxes, $132 
million or 19.] per cent, and muntcipal rates, $126 million 
or 18.2 per cent, made the largest contributions. On a per 
capita basis, Tasmania’s figure of $1472 per head of mean 
population, was the third lowest of al] the States and 
Terntories. The highest was New South Wales ($1838), 
while the lowest was Northem Territory ($1260).

Housing Finance 


During November [993 there were 1198 new secured 
housing finance commitments, valued at $64.3 million, 
entered into in Tasmania. This represented a 23.4 per cent 
increase on the number (971) and a 12.0 per cent increase 
on the value ($57.4 million) for October 1993. 


There were 754 commitments for the purchase of 
established houses, representing 62.9 per cent of new 
secured housing finance commitments. The corresponding 
figure for Australia was 56.7 per cent. 


In Tasmania there were 105 commitments, or 8.8 per cent, 
for refinancing purposes, compared with 12.6 per cent for 
Australia.
